BRYAN IN PRAISE 
OF WORLD IDEALS 


Asserts in London Address 
That Duty of Enlightened 
Nations Is to Uplift 
Benighted. 


URGES DIGNITY OF TOIL. 


LONDON, July 4.—William Jennings Bryan 
in a fourth of July address at the banquet 
of the American society of London set a high 
ideal for the premier nations of the world. 
He declared their mission should be to uplift 
the weaker and more benighted peoples of 
the orient by an example far more enduring 
than violence affords. 

As is the citizen thus is the state, asserted 
Mr. Bryan, and America and England as 
the highest type of enlightened nations owe 
it to themselves and the world to hasten the 
day when peace Mmstead of war shall prevail 
and when the brotherhood of man and the 
welfare of. all shall take the place of selfish- 
ness and greed. 

Duty of Nations Fivefold. 

Mr. Bryan declared the chief duty of the 
Christian states is fivefold—to carry to the 
remainder of the world education, knowl- 
edge of the science of government, arbitra- 
tion as a substitute for war, appreciation of 
the dignity of labor, and a high conception of 
life. He styled as false that conception of 


ternational polities Which madé the pros- 


pertiy of one nation depend upon the exploita- 
tion of another. 

President Roosevelt and King Edward 
were praised by Mr. Bryan for their influence 
in behalf of peace and the cause of arbitra- 
tion. 

Mr. Bryan declared the odium which rests 
upon the work of the hand has exerted a 
baneful influence on the world, and this the- 
ory, he said, was largely responsible for the 
creation of an almost impassable gulf be- 
tween the leisure classes and those who sup- 


port them. 
Banter by Bryan and Reid. 

Nearly 500 members and guests surrounded 
the society’s board and cheered the patriotic 
sentiments with the peculiar zest born of 
the exile. Ambassador Reid and Mr. Bryan 
engaged in some sharp but good humored 
raillefy and banter over political differences, 
the crowd evincing its enjoyment with cheers 
and laughter. 

Mr. Reid, in response to Sir W. B. Rich- 
mond’s graceful proposal of his health, said 
with reference to Mr. Bryan: 

“ At home, as a citizen, I have openly and 
squarely opposed him at every stage of his 
conspicuous career. I am reasgnably sure 
that when I return home I shall continue to 
do the same. I believe he tonight is as well 
satisfied as I am, though by different rea- 
sotting, that the country we both love and 
try to serve has not been ruined by its gold. 
Abroad as the official representative of the 
American people, without distinction as to 
party, I am glad to welcome him here as a 
typical American, whose whole life has been 
lived in the daylight and one whom such a 
great host of my countrymen have long 
trusted and honored.” 

~ Bryan Meets Challenge. 

Mr. Bryan, rising amid laughter and cheers, 
said: 

“The temptation to make a political speech 
is strong withinme. Ihave not hada chance 
to do so for ten months. However, I will re- 
strain myself. With reference to the am- 
bassador’s remarks on gold, I wish to say 
that when I see the progress my country has 
made walking on one leg I wonder what it 
would have done walking on two legs. It is 
pleasing to testify that the ambassador not 
only has fought me but that he has done it 
well. No American rejoices more than I 
that he is 8,000 miles from his base, While 
abroad I have met many good republicans— 
holding office—and I only wish there were 
enough offices abroad to taxe all the repub- 
licans out of the country.’ 

Chairman F. W. Jones proposed the health 
of King Edward, and Hayward Greenwood, 
president of the Canadian society and mem- 
ber of parliament for the city of York, pro- 
posed the health of President Roosevelt. 
When they arose to drink to the toasts the 
crowd discovered Mrs. Nicholas Longworth 
in the gallery and cheered and drank her 
health. 

Following the exchange between Ambas- 

sador Reid and Mr. Bryan the latter read his 
formal speech. The reading of the speech 
proved a disappointment to the crowd, which 
wanted oratory unhampered by manuscript.

STEPS IN FRONT OF CAR. 


: Asks for Son, Wants Wife in Chicago 


Notified, Then Expires. 


Prof. Henry A. Ward, the aged naturalist 
and collector of meteorites, was run down by 
an automobile in Buffalo, N. Y., last evening 
and died two hours later. Prof. Ward's 
home was at 620 Division street, Chicago, but 
he spent! much. of his time in Rochester, 
hee | 

He had been visitifig for the day in Buf- 
falo and dined with friends there in the 
evening. He was on his way to the railroad 
station to take the train for Wyoming, N. Y., 
his summer home, when he was struck by a 
car, which was driven and owned by Alex- 
ander Connell, a Buffalo real estate dealer. 
Mr. Connell says Prof. Ward stepped di- 
rectly in front of the machine, being appar- 
ently lost in thought and wholly oblivious to 
his surroundings, 


Ribs Broken and Head Lacerated. 

The injured man was taken to a hospital, 
where it was found several ribs had been 
broken.’ There were also deep lacerations in 
the scalp and face, and one of his arms and 
one of his shoulders were injured. He seemed 
to be doing well for nearly two hours, when 
he began to sink rapidly. “He asked Yor his 
son, and gave directions to the surgeons to 
communicate with his family. A moment 
later he was dead. Soon after he died his son 


arrived.

This work took him all over the globe, he 
having traveled in Europe and the orient, 
Africa and South America in search of speci- 
mens. Only a few weeks ago he returned 
home from Colombia, South America, bring- 
ing with him fragments of a meteorite which 
fell in that country. 

At the time of his death he was writing a 
work on meteorites which he expected to 
publish soon in four octavo volumes. In this 
work Prof. Ward was assisted by several 
scientific men and he hoped to make the book 
the greatest authority on the subject of 
which it treated. 


Born in 1834. 

Prof. Ward was born at Rochester, N. Y,, 
March 9, 1834, and received his education 
at Middlebury academy and Williams col- 
lege. In 1854 he was appointed assistant pro- 
fessor at Harvard scientific school. Later 
he studied at Paris and traveled through 
Europe and the orient, returning in 1859. 

From 1860 to 1865 he was professor of nat- 
ural sciences in Rochester university, and 
later he became manager of gold mines in 
Montana and South Carolina. He soon gave 
up business and returned to scientific pur- 
suits. In 1871 he was acting naturalist of the 
United States expedition to Santo Domingo. 

Then. returning to Rochester, he founded 
his natural science establishment. This in- 
stitution arranges collections of mineralog- 
ical specimens and meteorites, and disposes 
of them to colleges and universities. These 
collections, Known as “ Ward cabinets,’’ are 
distributed to colleges and scientific schools 
throughout the United States. 


Relative Sees Another Accident.

PARIS, July 5, 3 a. m.—Upon unquestion- 
able authority it may be stated that Capt. 
Dreyfus will receive full reparation at the 
conclusion of the present inquiry before the 
court of cassation.

Its writing was found to be in the same hand 
as the bordereau and all indications pointed 
to Esterhazy and not Dreyfus as being the 
traitor. 

High Officers Work Against Him. 

But there was a formidable, farreaching 
conspiracy in the French army to prevent 
the vindication of Dreyfus. Col. Picquart, 
who discovered the ‘‘ petit bleu,” was re- 
moved from his office of chief of the intelll- 
gence department, and Lieut. Col, Henry 
appointed. Gen. De Boisdeffre, chief of the 
general staff, announced In parliament that 
Dreyfuge had been convicted on secret and 
frrefragible evidence. Gen. Mercer con- 
firmed this. Esterhazy was acquitted by a 
packed military court. 

Finally Emile Zola, the famous novelist, 
made himself the champion of Dreyfus. He 
wrote the celebrated “I accuse” letter, 
which aroused publicopinion. Zola was con- 
victed of slander, and forced to flee to Eng- 
land, but his famous letter gave Dreyfus a 


new trial. 
Col. Henry Kills Himself. 

In the meantime Col. Henry had committed 
suicide in his cell after his arrest for forgery 
in connection. with the case. It has always 
been believed that Henry was forced to kill 
himself by his superior officers. 

Dreyfus returned to France on July 1, 
1209. His second court martial began at 
Rennes on Aug. 7. The same forged, pur- 
jured evidence was used against him and he 
was again convicted on Sept. 9, 1809. He 
was pardoned a few days later. Since then 
he has been fighting for vindication.

IS UNABLE TO SAVE HIMSELF.

Sixteen Hundred Passengers See Fair- 
plain, Mich, Man Lose Life After Get- 


ting Spouse Out of Water. 


St. Joseph, Mich., July 4.—[Special. ]—8ix- 
teen hundred persons on the steamer City of 
Chicago this evening saw Ora Sutheriand, 
a prominent Fairplain fruit grower, make a 
fight for half an hour to save his wife from 
drowning, and, when successful in thestrug- 
gle, sink exhausted to death. His body was 
not recovered. 

Sutherland and his wife were sailing In a 
canoe just outside of the harbor. Coming too 
close to the big steamer, the waves caused 
the little craft to capsize. Mrs. Sutherland 
was unable to swim and at once sank, but 
her husband by repeatedly diving located her 
and brought her to the surface. 

Folding her in his arms, he swam to the 
overturned canoe, but for several minutes 
was unable to turn it over and place his hu- 
man burden out of danger. Sutherland at 
last succeeded in placing his wife in the 
canoe. His streneth, however, was gone. 
He made a faint struggle to retain a hold on 
the side of the canoe, but dropped off and 
was drowned. A launch rescued Mrs. Suth- 
erland. An hour’s work by two physicians 
brought her back to consciousness. 


BOAT LANDING COLLAPSES; 
ONE GIRL: DIES AFTER RESCUE. 


More than Hundred Persons Thrown 
Into Water by Mishap Near Coun- 
cil Bluffs. 


Council Bluffs, Ia., July 4.—[Special.]—By 
the collapse of a platform at the boat land- 
ing at Lake Manowa,-this evening, between 
100 and 150 pefsons were thrown into six- 
teen feet of water. 

Miss Lena Rosenbloom of Omaha fell under 
the platform and was unconscious when 
taken out of the water. She died without 
recovering consciousness, Miss Chamber- 
lain, also of Omaha, received severe internal 
injuries.

INTO BERMUDAN HARBOR. 


Is Picked Up Off the Azores by Italian 


Not Have Made Original 
of Feod Also 


at Could 
Destination — Stock 
Runs Low. 


New York, July 4.—[{Special.}—Disabled, 
but with none of its human cargo of 150 per- 
sons injured, the America, a steamship of 
the Fabre line, which had been overdue on 
its trip from Marseilles to New York since 
June 23, was towed into Port Hamilton, Ber- 
muda, today. Although short of food, allits 
110 passengers. of whom ninety-eight are 
steerage and twelve first cabin, are in good 
health. At the offices of the Fabre line the 
general manager said the America’s passen- 
gers will be brough: on the first Bermudan 
steamship sailing for this port. The steam- 
ship America will go into dry dock to have 
a broken shaft repaired. 


Breaks Down Near Azores. 

The America was picked up by the Italian 
steamer Ginnamore off the Azores on June 
19 in a disabled condition. It was flying sig- 
nals of distress when the Italian liner first 
sighted it. Its machinery was bedly crip- 
pled. It also was short of provisions and had 
not enough fuel to enable it to reach port even 
~ its machinery had been in working condi- 
tion. 

For several days many anxious friends ana 
relatives of those on board the America had 
besieged the offices of the company. Nota 
bit of specific comfort could they get, though, 
as the agents of the Fabre line had not heard 
a word since the steamship left St. Michael's 


In the Azores, on Junell. But the agents in- 


sisted the America surely would turn up all 


right. 
In Deserted Part of Ocean. 

The fact that the America was not sighted 
for so many days is explained to some extent 
by the fact that the route from the Azores 
to New York is several hundred miles to the 
south of the usual course of transatiantic 
liners. Service ships from Cape Haytien and 
Kingston to Southampton and from St. 
Thomas and Bermuda to Plymouth are so 
few that there was little chance of other wves- 
sels crossing the America’s path for many 
days. 

The America once was known as the Bri- 
tannia. It was built in Liverpool in 1881. Its 
tonnage is 2,624 gross. It is brigantine rigged 
and carries a great deal of canvas, Its crew 
is mostly Italians and Greeks. 


Complain Food Is Bad. 

HAMILTON, Bermuda, July 4.—The Ameri- 
ca_ broke its shaft at noon June 16 in heavy 
weather. The passengers and crew behaved 
well. The former complain bitterly of the 
food and. water, which they say was bad be- 
fore the breakdown, but worse afterwards. 
Several of the passengers came ashore today 
and lodged complaints with the foreign 
consuls. 


SHIELD FOR YOUNG CULPRITS 
PROPOSED BY JUSTICE HURLEY 


Left Off the Police Records. 


No longer will boys and girls arrested for 
minor offenses be haunted by the knowledge 
that they have “* police records,” if the plan 
suggested yesterday by Justice Timothy D. 
Hurley is carried out. Justice Hurley, who 
is an active charity worker, has called on 
Chief Collins in his effort to prevent the po- 
lice from giving “first offenders’’ a bad 
name which will follow them through life. 

In a letter to Chief Collins the suggestion 
is made by Justice Hurley that the police 
be urged not to book children who are ar- 
rested for trivial offenses unless instructed 
ty» do so .y a police magistrate. Chief Col- 
lins took the question under advisement. 


Advises Change to Chief Collins. 

Justice Hurley said in hig letter to Chief 
Collins: 

The custom prevails in the police department to 
book all children arrested with or without war- 
rants. Fifty per cent of all cases are dismissed 
in the pelice court or paroled to the spolice pro- 
bation officer. Seventy-five per cent of all chil- 
dren held to the Juvenile court are paroled by that 
court In care of probation officers. 

In view of the foregoing I respectfully suggest an 
order be issued to the police department directing 
that no child under the age of 17 years be booked 
until so directed by the police magistrate. The 
magistrate is in attendance dally in his court and 
if thé offense is sufficient to warrant a police 
record against the child and family be recorded 
he can so direct.

‘JEWS REBUKE ZANGWILL, 


ZIONISTS BAN HIS TERRITORIAL 
ORGANIZATION. 
Convention Adopts Resolution Which 
Excludes Any One Associated with 

Him in His Settlement Pian from 
Membership in Executive Commit- 
tee or Holding Office—Philadelphia 
Convention Said to Have Been 

Packed by the Territorialists. 


Tannersville, N. Y¥., July 4-—-The Jewish 
Territorial organization, of which Israel 
Zangwill of London is president, was offi- 
Clally banned by the Federation of American 
Zionists today. A resolution was adopted 
prohibiting any person known to be a mem- 
ber of the territorial organization from be- 
ink an officer or member of the executive 
committee of the American federation. 

An attempt was made to bar territorialists 
from seats at future conventions, but after a 
spirited discussion the amendment was with- 
drawn. 

It was stated that in several cities, espe- 
clally Philadelphia, an attempt had been 
made to pack the convention with territorial- 
ists for the purpose of securing indorsement 
of Zangwill's organization, which is endeav- 
oring to secure a charter for an aufonomous 
settlement of Jews anywhere. 

The Zionists are concentrating their ener- 
gies on Palestine, and refuse to consider any 


other place. 


Jews Want No Synod. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 4.—By a vote of $2 
to 16, the central conference of American 
rabbis today decided against a proposition 
to organize a synod, which has been agitated 
for more than three years. The report of the 
committee was laid on the table. 

The motion to table was made by Rabbi 
Louis Grossmann of Cincinnati, who de- 
clared that at present there was no crisis 
which would warrant the organization of a 
central body composed of laymen and rabbis 
of all forms of Judaism. It was generally 
expressed that the time is not yet ripe for 
such a concerted movement, and that there 
is no Jewish question in America which would 
make such a combination necessary. 

It was the consensus of opinion of those 
present that the Russian persecution can be 
met through the organization which now 
exists. 

The election of officers will take place 
tomorrow. 

The committee on social union recommend- 
ed ‘“‘that the members of the conference be 
urged to foster in their various communities 
a sentiment that shall make congregational 
affillation as nearly as possible a sine qua 
non for all our coreligionfsts, but epecially 
for those who seek to stand in the eyes of 
the community as representative Jews; and, 
further, that our members be impressed with 
the necessity of making the synagogue a 
force central to Jewish life.”” Thereport was 


adopted. 
To Send Out Literature. 


The report of the committee on church and 
state, which also was adopted, recommended 
that a permanent committee on the relation 
of church and state be appointed.

a whole, to exercise a measure of supervision, 
control, and restraint over the individuals 
and especially over the corporetions of great 
wealth, in so far as the business use of that 
wealth brings it within the reach of the feu- 
eral government. 

“* We have accomplished a fair amount and 
the reason that we have done so has been 
in the first place because we have not tried 
to do too much, and in the next place be- 
cause we have approached the task abso- 
lutely free from any spirit of rancor or 
hatred. 

“In any such movement a man will find 
that he has allies whom he does not like. 
You cannot protect property without finding 
that. you are protecting the perty of some 
people who are not straight. .You cannot war 
against the abuses éf property without find- 
ing that there are’ gdéme people warring be- 
side you whose Motives you would frankly 
répudiate. But in each case be sure that you 
keep your own motives and your own con- 
duct straight.’’

confers an {nestimable boon, even though the 
confetring of it be not included in its gen- 
eral purpose. Bngland has rendered this 
service to the people of India, and the United 
States is rendering the same service to the 
people of the Philippines, while both England 
and the United States have been helpful to 
Japan and China in this way. 


Nations Should Uplift. 

‘ But the advanced nations cannot content 
themselves with the conferring of incidental 
benefits. If they would justify their leader- 
ship they must put forth conscious and con- 
stant effort for the promotion of the welfare 
of the nations which lag behind. Incidental 
benefits may follow even if the real purpose 
of-a nation is a wholly selfish one, for as 
the sale of Joseph into Egypt resulted tn 
blessings to his family and to the land of 
the Pharaohs, so captives taken in war 
sometimes have spread civilization and 
blacks carried away into slavery have been 
improved by contact with the whites. 

‘“ But nations cannot afford to do evil in 
the hope that Providence will transmute the 
evil into good and bring blessings out of 
sin. Nations, if they would be great in the 
better sense of the term, must intend benefit 
as well as confer it, they must plan advan- 
tage, and not leave the results to chance. 

‘TT take it for granted that our duty to the 
so-called inferior races is not discharged by 
merely feeding them in times of famine or by 
contributing to their temporary support 
when some other calamity overtakes them. 
A much greater assistance is rendered them 
when they. are led to a more elevated plane 
of thought and activity by ideals which stim- 
late them to: self-development. The im- 
provement of the people themselves should be 
the paramount object in all intercourse with 


the orient. 
Duty of Christian Nations. 


“ & the bléssings which the Christian. 
nations“@re at this time able—and in duty 
pound—to carry to the rest of the world, I 
may mention five; education, knowledge of 
the sclence of government, arbitration as a 
substitute for war, appreciation of the dig- 
nity of labor, and a high conception of life. 

‘Education comes first and in nothing 
have the United States and England been 
more clearly helpful than in the advocacy of 
universal education. If the designs of God 
are disclosed by his handiwork, then the 
creation o fthe human mind is indubitable

While no one is far 
sighted enough to estimate with accuracy 
the remote, or even the immediate, conse- 
quences of human action, yet as we can rely 
upon the principle that each individual 
profits rather than loses by the progress and 
prosperity of his neighbors, so we cannot 
doubt that it is to the advantage of each 
ration that every other nation shall make 
the largest possible use of its own resources 
and the capabilities of its people.

Promotion of Peace Vital 


“The Christian nations must lead the 
movement for the promotion of peace, not 
only because they are enlisted under the 
banner of the Prince of Peace, but also be- 
eduse they have attained such a degree of 
intelligence that they can no longer take 
pride in a purely physical victory. The belief 
that moral questions can be settled by the 
shedding of human blood is a relic of bar- 
barism; to doubt the dynamic power of 
righteousness is infidelity to truth itself. 

“That nation which is unwilling to trust 
its cause to the universal conscience or 
which shrinks from the presentation of its 
claims before a tribunal where reason holds 
sway, betrays a lack of faith in the sound- 
ness of its position. 

**Our country has reason to congratulate 
itself upon the success of President Roose- 
velt in hastening peace between Russia and 
Japan. Through him our nation won a moral 
victory more glorious than a victory In war, 
King Edward has also shown himself a pro- 
moter of arbitration, and a large number of 
members of parliament are enlisted in the 
same work. It means much that the two 
great English speaking nations are thus ar- 
rayed on the side of peace. 

“TI venture to suggest that the world’s 
peace would be greatly promoted by an 
agreement among the leading nations that 
no declaration of war should be made until 
the submission of the question in contro 
versy to an impartial court for investigation, 
each nation reserving the right to accept or 
reject the decision. The preliminary inves- 
tigation would in almost every instance in- 
sure an amicable settlement and the re- 
served rights would be a sufficient protection 
against any possible injustice. 


Appeals for Dignity of Labor. 


“Let me go a step further, and appeal for 
a clearer recognition of the dignity of labor. 
The odium which rests upon the work of the 
band has exerted a baneful influence the 
around. The theory that idleness is 
more honorable than toil—that it is more 
respectable to consume what others have 
produced than to be a producer of wealth— 
has not only robbed society of an ehormous 
sum, but it has createdan almost impassable 
gulf between the leisure classes and those 
who support them. 

“Tolstoi is right in asserting that most of 
the perplexing problems of society grow out 
of the lack of sympathy between man and 
man. Because some imagine themselves 
above work, while others ,see before them 
nothing but a life of drudgery, there is con- 
stant warring and much of bitterness. When

to cover indiscriminate slaughter. It is not 
certain that a general fusillade on all the 
unmuzzled dogs in the city would not be as 
dangerous to passersby as the presence of 
the dogs. | 
Let every owner of a dog have sufficient 
regard for his neighbors and for the laws 
of the community to take the precautionary 
measures which the. law enjoins.’ At the 
same time children shoul beware of strange 
dogs, and parents should warn their chil- 
dren and protect them in other waye 
acaiust the peculiar dangers of dog days. 


SUBWAYS AND TUNNELS. 


Before many years there will have '0 
be a subway system to take care of most 
of the street cars which enter the busi- 
ness district. ‘he streets within the loop 
district will be jammed with cars during 
the day time unless provision is made for 
running them under the surface. There- 
fore the subway question should be taken 
in hand now. It should be discussed from 
the engineering point of view and @ delib- 
erate conclusion reached as to the best 
plan of construction. It may be that the 
scheme suggested by Mr. Bion J. Arnold 
is the best that can be devised, but the 
opinions of other capable engineers should 
be asked for. If the traction companies 
are to be required to build the subways 
they ought to have a voice in the consider- 
ation of the plans. Their engineers may 
have ideas which will be of value. 

Presumably the traction companies will 
be willing to build the subways on ac- 
eount of the city—with an understanding 
that it is to become their owner whenever 
the cost of construction shall have been 
repaid. There is no knowing when the 
city will have the money which it will 
require to build the subways. The com- 
panies can get it with comparative ease. 
They should be pleased to embark in a 
subway project, for it would be a sort of 
guarantee that they would not be inter- 
fered with in the operation of their sys- 
tems for a long time to come. The con- 
struction of subways by the companies 
would be another nail in the coffin of im- 
mediate municipal ownership. : 

It requires so much time to reach an 
agreement about the simplest majter con- 
nected with the traction question that it 
may be years before subways are under 
construction. The public while waiting 
for them should not be deprived of the 
benefit of the tunnels—which should ulti- 
mately form parts of a general subway 
system—except during the time that they 
are being lowered. As Mr. Arnold says, 
it will be impossible, owing to the inter- 
ference of navigation, to take care of the 
street car traffic by the bridges for any 
length of time. There will be little of 
that interference next winter, and the 
public will not be greatly inconvenienced. 
When spring comes and the tunnels have 
been lowered their use should be resumed 
by the traction company. The grades will 
be steeper, for the approaches cannot be 
extended. There will have to be greater 
precautions against accidents. But the 
tunnels will be indispensabie. It will be 
impossible for the company to accommo- 
date the public without them. The tun- 
nels will have to be utilized as at present 
until the streets shall have become so 
congested with traffic as to compel the 
construction of a subway system. 


THE HARBOR INTERESTS. 

The civil service commission has returned 
a true bill against past and present mu- 
nicipal officials. It says the story of the 
harbor interests of Chicago is “the story 
of the indifference and almost criminal 
negligence of a whole communify repre- 
sented by its municipal officials.” The 
commission refuses to hold Harbor Engi- 
neer Burke responsible for general civic 
neglect and will not dismiss him, but hopes 
that the result of the hearing will impress 
upon the mayor and other city officials the 
“necessity for immediate action with ref- 
erenre to the harbor interests of Chicago.” 

It is indeed time for the council to elabo- 
rato a definite policy as to those interests 
and tc compel executive officers to carry it 
out. Otherwise the invasion of the rights 
of the city will continue: During the time 
vhen the municipality had exclusive juris- 
diction over the river many of the owners 
of dock property encroached upon it with- 
out meeting with interference or protest. 
They pushed out their dock lines and made 
valuable land, some of which the drainage 
trustees have had to buy at a high price in 
erder to widen the stream. ‘The encroach- 
ments did not stop until the general gov- 
ernment assumed control, 

‘The Illinois Central was compelled by a 
suit begun on behalf of the state a few 
years ago to desist from its practice of mak- 
ing land on the lake front south of Sixteenth 
street, but the Lllinois Steel company and 
some other corporations have been filling 
out into the lake and the Calumet river and 
acquiring for themselves land which is or 
will be extremely valuable. The city has 
not interfered with them, and the alleged 
neglect of the harbor engineer in this par- 
ticulat was the basis for one of the charges 
preferred against him. 

If the city shall fail to look after its har- 
bor interests the state ought to take the 
matterin hand. In thesuit brought against 
the lllinois Central the court held that cer- 
tain parcels of land which had been made by 
it became the property of the state. If the 
road ‘is not paying rent for that land it 
should be made to doso. If any other cor- 
poration*has made land in the shallow 
waters of the lake or the Calumet river the 
state should establish its title and exact 
rent, 


THE “YELLOW PERIL.” 

Representative McKinlay of California 
is suffering from the “yellow peril” dis- 
easé. The man who has it entertains an 
extremely high opinion of the intelligence, 
industry, and capacity for rapid progress 
of Japanese and Chinese. He is afraid 
that through these qualities they will 
drive American producers out of foreign 
markets, and even hecome the industrial 
masters of the world. 

In a speech made in this city the other 
evening Mr. MclXinlay said that a great 
competitor is developing with whom 
Americans will have to wage a much 
fiercer battle than the one they have been 
earrying on with British, French, or Ger- 
“What will happen,” 
said he, “when Japan has.tanght the 
Chinese to. produce American machinery 
and to use it themselves? What will hap- 
pen when the orientals themselves become 
great producers as well as greet consum- 
ers, and begin to compete with us in the 
markets of the world? They will produce 
any article at about one-fifth of the cost 
to the Américan manufacturer and sell 
it in all parts of the world.” They will be 
able to do-that feat because the wages 
they get now are only a few cents a day. 

Here is an assumption that the skill, 


independence. 


capacity, and productivity of the oriental 
workers will be multiplied but that their 


wages will be stationary. That is some- 
thing which happens neither in the orient 
nor in the occident. Wages advance with 
productivity. They are highet in Japan 
than they were a few years ago. When 
the Chinese have made so much progress 
that they are able to run delicate and in- 
tricate machinery at the same rate of 
speed as the skilled workers of other 
countties they will demand and receive 
better wages. They will have to be better 
fed and clothed. Their awakened intelli- 
gence will teach them new wants which 
will have to be supplied. 

Another assumption of the sufferer 
from the “ yellow peril” disease is that 
Chinese and Japanese will reach the pin- 
nacle of industrial expertness with hardly 
an effort, and that while they are advan- 
cing with unexampled rapidity Americans 
will remain at a standstill. The sudden 
conversion of a nation of handworkers 
like the Chinese into a nation of skilled 
machine workers would be a remarkable 
phenomenon. It would be equally re- 
markable if the people of this country, 
who have been taking such rapid strides 
along the roads that lead to industrial 
supremacy, were to get tired suddenly and 
sit down. None can imagine such things 
except those who have an insane fear 
that the yellow races are to rule the 
world. 

“Is the Caucasian played out?’ That 
he is seems to be the doleful theory of 
the men who are concerned about the 
“vellow peril.” Sensible men look for- 
ward to the gradual development of ori- 
entals as producers and consumers—a de- 
velopment which will make them far more 
profitable customers than they are now, 
but which will not threaten the industrial 
leadership of this country. 


THE NATIONAL EXUBERANCE. 

Now that “ the tumult and the shouting ” 
have passed and the day after has recalled 
people to their ordinary vocations, except 
those unfortunate enough to be victims to 
the cesire to celebrate gloriously, it is worth 
while to notice that those who have advo- 
cated a “sane fourth ” have had their pro- 
totypes in every age. There never was a 
sane fourth. The boys in colonial times 
used to make life a burden for their elders on 
gunpowder day up to the time when they 
substituted the anniversary of the Boston 
massacre, and, when indepéndence was de- 
clared, they began promptly a method of 
celebration which has survived to the pres- 
ent day, changed only relatively as new 
devices for noise-making have been invented 
or old ones improved. Asa matter of fact 
it probably is a good thing that the average 
boy has one whole day each year in which 
to let off steam and fee] himself unrestrained 
so far as making a racket is concerned. 

The noise, however, is but a small part of 
the celebration of the day. The.most im- 
portant feature is the cessation of ordinary 
vecupation ahd the temporary stopping of 
the machinery of industry. The strenuous 
life of the present demands occasional res- 
pite, and no one can overestimate the im- 
portance of the opporttnity which a holiday 
affords tothe average man and woman. The 
baseball game with its satisfaction for thou- 
sands the picnic, the sail on the lake, the 


countless forms of outdoor recreation, each 


has its great value for better citizenship re- 
gerdiess of the day upon which such outings 
are made possible. 

In other words, it does not make any par 
ticular difference how the fourth of July 
is observed. It is a time for national ex- 
uberance. The boy feels the patriotic im- 
pulse in the noise-making play, even if he 
does not stop to think of the declaration of 
The man, a boy of larger 
growth always on the fourth, has the same 
impulse quickened, and noise and-flying 
flags and crowded parks and amusement 
places combined have their effect in calling 
renewed attention to what actually hap- 
pened when the United States took its place 
among the nations of the world. Making all 
due allowances, then, for the noise nuisance 
and even for the sad accidents of a holiday, 
the national exuberance is worth. while, for 
insensibly it makes for patriotism. 

There are those who are always conserva- 
tive, end who would repress undue enthusi- 
asm in dealing with any subject; But it is 
the enthusiast always who stirs people up 
and makes progress possible, It was not 
the conservative whe brought about the 
declaration or the actual independence 
which was won thereafter. It was the ep- 
thusiast, who, many a time, did not have any 
substantial basis for his enthusiasm. The 
enthusiast has the best right, therefore, to 
ce'ebrate the birthday of the nation, and if 
he does it with a vast amount of noise he is 
only creating fresh enthusiasts who will 
take Lis place after he is gone and keep alive 
that pational exuberance of spirit without 
which no country ever amounted to much 
in the world’s history.

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: REAT BRITAIN’S house of lords can 
scarcely be said to have gained, in an 
ornamental sense, through.the eleva~- 
tion of the Rt. Hon. George Shaw 
Lefevre to the peerage on the occa- 

sion of the official celebration of the king's 

birthday last week. For he trims his grizzly 
peard as to invariably convey the impression 
that he has forgotten to shave, and when he 
attempts to smile the contortions of his face 
are almost demoniacal. His voice is harsh, 
his utterance thick, and he interjects gasps 
and grunts between every few words, At 
one memorable political meeting somebody 
yelled out’to him,‘ Speak up.”” This quite 
discomposed him. The whole thread of his 
ideas was broken, and he could orly stammer 
out. “Eh? Eh? What? What?’ 

“ Speak up, you slimy old toad,” the voice 


retorted from the back of the hall, and the - 


audience burst into peal after peal of laugh- 
ter, owing to the manner in which Shaw Le- 
fevre resembles a frog. 

He used to be the particular béte noir of 
Arthur Balfour, and when the latter was 
Irish secretary was wont to manifest a good 
deal ot apprehension lest he should be ar- 
rested while speaking at political meetings 
in the proclaimed districts of Ireland. Bal- 
four used to be chaffed a great deal about the 
matter, and when asked why he had not 
clappet. Lefevre into jail for thus defying 
the law of the hour he used to reply that 
Shaw Lefevre was afraid: 

* Afraid of what? Plank beds and prison 
fare? 

“No,” retorted Arthur Balfour, “ not of 
prison life but of the preliminary bath,” re- 
ferring to the badly groomed and untidy ap- 
pearance of the statesman in question. And 
yet Arthur Balfour is the mildest and most 
gentile mannered of men. But he does not like 
Shaw Lefevre. The latter was reared at Eton 
and at Trinity college, Cambridge, and is the 
husband of a most charming woman, daugn- 
ter of the third earl of Ducie. 
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A diplomatic scandal of an extraordinary 
character is just at present being aired in 
the states general at The Hague. It dates 
back to the time of the Kuyper cabinet. The 
niinister of foreign affairs in the, latter, 
Baron van Lynden’ was a man of such 
palpable incompetence that in all important 
matters the premier was obliged to take :he 
direction of foreign affairs into his own 
hands. Every effort was made to get rid of 
the baron, but without success. Deaf to all 
hints, he clung to his office like a leech. At 
lergth some of the,principal dignitaries of 
the court of The Hague hit upon the idea of 
using Baron van Heeckeren, minister at 
Stockholm, to get rid of Van Lynden by tn- 
viting the Swedish cabinet to make a strongly 
worded complaint to’'Queen Wilhelmina on 
the subject of some faux pas of which her 
fureign secretary had rendered himself 
guilty. 

The envoy, however, declined to lend him- 
self to any such court Intrigue, and not only 
refrained from asking the government to 
which he was accredited to make any capital 
out of his chief's mistake, which would other- 
wise have been ignored, but also took upon 
himself to warn Baron van Lynden of che 
trick which the court officials were attempt- 
ing to play upon him. Van Lynden investi- 
gated the affair, and naturally the court 
dignitaries absolutely denied the truth vf 
the envoy'’s story, whereupon Van Lynden, 
believing that he had been misled by Van 
Heeckeren, proposed to the queen that he 
should be dismissed. The queen would not 
permit this, and while she did nothing to pre- 
vent Van Heeckeren’s recall from Stockhoim, 
she endeavored to make amends for his treat- 
ment by conferring upon him a decoration 
and a seat in the upper house of the natioral 
legislature. Van Heeckeren refused the dec- 
oration and declined to take possession of the 
seat in the upper chamber as long as De 
Kuyper remained in office.

Finding that the influence of his enemies 
at court has been strong enough with tte 
new cabinet to prevent his being restored to 
the active lst of diplomatic servants, he nas 
now taken advantage of his seat in the upper 
chamber to air the entire matter in parlia- 
ment, demanding redress. As he is able to

Baron van Heeckeren bears a name that is 
profoundly execrated in Russia, so much so 
thut whenever a patriotic Russian hears it 
mentioned he considers it necessary to sp.t 
on the ground in token of disgust, and while 
Baron van Heeckeren has been stationed in 
times past at Washington, his government 
has never been able to send him to St. Peters- 
burg.

This is through no fault of his own. It is 
not even the fault of any legitimate member 
of his family. His granduncle, one of the 
most handsome men of Trfs day, was one of 
the numerous admirers of Queen Hortense of 
Holiarnd, and through her became the father 
ofason, whom he took with him to St. Peters- 
burg when appointed to represent the Dutch 
court there, aftertheoverthrow of the French 
empire and the restoration of the Bourbons 
in 1815. This illegitimate son of his married 
a sister of Mme. Pushkin, wife of Russia’s 
most famous poet. 

Pushkin became insanely jealous of his 
brother-in-law. No one knows to this day 
whether or not he had any grounds for this 
jealousy, but there is no doubt that he firmly 
believed that his youngest daughter was not 
his ofispring but that of his brother-in-law. 
Not long after the child’s birth he forced his 
brother-in-law to fight a duel with him. in 
spite of all the efforts made by mutual reia- 
tives and friends to prevent the combat, upon 
which young Van Heeckeren himself was 
most reluctant to embark. The duel took 
place, and Pushkin fell mortally wounded 
by his adversary’s bullet, expiring before he 
could furnish any additional explanation 
about the affair. 

Not only St. Petersburg society but the 
entire Russian people as well rose up in 
arms against young Van Heeckeren, whom it 
accused not merely of ruining the home but 
of destroying the life of their national and 
idolized poet. Both he and his father, the 
Dutch envoy, had to be smuggled out of tie 
country inorder toescapeharm. Young Van 
lieeckeren made his way to France, allied 
himself to the fortunes later on of his half 
brother, Napoleon III., and on the foundation 
of the third empire was granted an annuity 
and a seat in the senate of France. We was 
Qne ci the most popular members of the 
court of the Tuileries, and was particularly 
intimate with his equally itlhegitimate haif 
brother, the late duc de Morny. De Morny, 
as the Almanach de Gotha informs us, was 
the cfispring of Queen Hortense by the 
French diplomat, the count de Flahaut. 

The child whose birth’ had brought about 
the fatal duel between Pushkin and nis 
brother-in-law married, when she grew uP, 
Gen. Doubelt, chief of the Russian secret 
Police during the reign of Alexander II. She 

ertea him for Prince Nicholas of Nassau, 
whom she married morganatically as soon as 
Civorced by the general, and one of her chil- 
ren by this union with the prince is the 
beautiful Countess Torby, morganatic con- 
sort of Grand Duke Michaelovitch, while 
her sor is married to one of the illegitimate 
daughters of Emperor Alexander HH. by 
Princess Katherine Dolgoruki, whom he cro- 
ated Princess Yourieffska.

By the act, as approved by President Roose- 
velt, it is unlawful for a railroad to trans- 
port any article, or commodity, other than 
| timber and manufactured products thereof, 
manufactured, mined, or produced by it or 
under its authority, or which it may own in 
whole or in part, or in which it may have any 


interest directly or indirectly. 
An investigation the interstate commerce 


commission is making into the relations be- 
tween railroads and coal companies has dis- 
closed that there are only two railroads, 
for example, which actually own anthra- 
cite mines, and that the charters they have 
received from states wherein they are 
incorporated specifically permit such owner- 
ship. In the cases of other railroads, the 
corporations do not own mines or even the 
stock of companies operating them. The 
stock is held by the officers of the roads. 


—~o- 
Not Barred from Stockholding. 

From a preliminary consideration which 
Commissioner Knapp and his associates have 
given the law, they can find nothing which 
prohibits officers of railroads from owning 
stock in any enterprise which ships over 
their respective lines.. ; 

Nor is this the only loophole the law 
provided as a way out from the prohibition 
fixed by congress. Tur TRIUBN®E correspond- 
ent has received the following telegram from 
Eastman, Gardner & Co., lumber manufac- 
turers at Laurel, Minn.: 

“ Concerning manufacturing activities un- 
der the rate regulating law, can you imagine 
any abuse or graft that has been uncovered 
by investigation into railroad matters under 
this plece of specific ‘ exemption '? 

“As to the timber and manufactured 
products, therefore, let us cite an example: 
It is unlawful for railroads to pay or give 
rebates to individuals or to private corpora- 
tions, but it is entirely lawful for dne rail- 
road to give rebates to another railroad. 
So it often happens that a raliroad upon 
which a certain commodity tonnage origi- 
nates receives not only its allotted share or

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May Engage in Other Lines,

products thereof,’ in the section prohibiting 
railroads from owning commodities trans- 
ported, will enable roads to engage in vari- 
ous industries and have greater advantages 
over the outputs of private concerns and 
manufacturing corporations—viz: lumber, 
furniture, cooperage, wood pulp, sashes and 
doors, matches, boxes and crates, baskets, 
excelsior, charcoal, naval stores (pitch, tar, 
and turpentine), wood alcohol (methyl), 
grain alcohol (ethyl), and many other indus- 
tries—possibly vehicles, wagons, wheelbar- 
rows, étc. 

‘“Do not permit the grain alcohol (ethyl) 
items to disturb you. At Hattiesburg, Miss., 
a concern is making ethyl from sawdust 
under patents of a German chemist. It is 
of extremely fine quality, just as sweet as any 
made from grain, and can be used for any 
purpose that grain alcohol is used for.

Conferees in Ignorance. 

The telegram, which is ene of a number 
received by THe TRIBUNE correspondent and 
some of the leading public men in Washing- 
ton, arrived too iate to affect the status of 
the railroad rate bill. Certainly several of 
the conferees, among them Senator Cullom, 
did not understand that lumber manufac- 
turing interests were put in such grave dan- 
ger as anticipated by the protestants. Sen- 
ator Cullom explained this afternoon that 
lumber was exempted from the prohibition 
because of “ppeals from the far west and 
south, where railroads built only for lumber 
purposes were in operation. 

The great railroads were not engaged in the 
lumber manufacturing business so far as the 
conferees knew, and they doubt if they will 
embark in this industry now. They did not 
think it fair, according to Senator Cullom, 
to stifle enterprises, which would have re- 
sulted had railroads been forbidden to trans- 
port their own lumber and its manufactures. 

So far as the prohibition respecting the 
ownership by railroads of coal mines is con- 
cerned, Senator Cullom said the. provision 
was clear and explicit. He called attention 
to the wording of the law, that a transporta- 
tion company should have no interest, direct 
or indirect, in any commodity shipped over

Great Start by Brethauer. 


For the first five miles Brethauer burned up 
the track and looked a-possibility, reaching 
the five mile post with a fair lead. But he 
failed to hold it, and dropped back into the 
ruck, Birchwood going to the front in an 
aggressive manner. He did the ten in 13:20%, 
the fifteen in 20:22%, twenty in 26:58%, and 
twenty-five in 34:15%.

McDonald did ninety-one miles, Crane 
eighty-tight, Willett eighty-five, Birchwood 
seventy-six, Sweigert and Hoops fifty-seven, 
and Brethauer twenty-five. 

The accident to Barnes came in the Corri- 
gan sweepstakes. He practically was left 
at the post and Coey was making a runaway 
of the contest. Barnes started picking up 
speed going into the first turn on the second 
mile, when he started to skid. A tire came 
off and into the fence he went, ripping off the 
boards as if they had been toothpicks. The 
usual rush was made for the scene of the ac- 
cident, and it was all the officials could do 
to stop the other racing cars in time to pre- 
vent them emashing into the mob. 

Barnes had kept his head in the smashup 
and had enough control of his car to land 
safely.

APPEALS 70 JOCKRY CLUB 


F. BR. HITCHCOCK WANTS FINAL 
RULING ON GO BETWEEN CASE. 


Verdict of Stewards Not Satisfactory 
to Him, as He Believes Owners 
Should Stick to Letter of Law in 
Making Entries—Sheepshead Bay 
Ring Is Scorched by Heavy Play on 
Ethon, Dishabille, and Al Powell, 
Three Winners, 


New York, July 4.—[Special.]—F. R. Hitch- 
cock, steward of the Jockey club, has deter- 
mined to settle the Go Between case once 
and for all. He has decided to carry the 
matter before the Jockey club. 

Hitchcock, in view of the way Alex Shields 
entered both Go Between and Ormonde’s 
Right in the Commonwealth handicap, to be 
run next Saturday—without describing either 
of them as to age or sex—filed a protest 
against starting these horses. With the 
stewards, who decided against him, ruling 
that Shields had not made an improper entry, 
Hitchcock then decided on an appeal. 

Hitchcock, always a stickler for rules, be- 
lieves owners should adhere to the code in 
making entries for all races. Shields entered 
Go Between ir. the Suburban without stating 
sex or age. He also put him in the Common- 
wealth, together with Ormonde's Right, in 
the same way, simply filling out two entry 
blanks with the names of the horses, minus 
the necessary description. Go Between since 
has been shown to be a stallion, while Or- 
monde’s Right was operated on Tuesday. 

Late yesterday afternoon a dispatch was 
sent from this city to Chicago by men in the 
know that Ethon, Dishabille, and Al Powell 
all would win at the bay today, and thé trio 
made good.

Board of trade operators yesterday joinca 
the i¢st of the nation in celebrating the big 
birthday. The pits were the quietest places 
in the city, and only those traders who pos- 
sessed the courage to walk or ride into tne 
midst of the cannon boom came down to their 
Offices to glance over their mail. All other 
exchanges of the country also were closed. 
Liverpool and other English exchanges, of 
cours, celebrated by doing business as usual, 
»yut the news from there was of little interest 
to the American operators. 

Lb, W. Hunter of the commission firm of 
Lamscn Bros. & Co. came down to glance 
over bis mail, and while he was in his office 
he found time toreminisce. He said: 

“Two years ago over the fourth wheat 

opened up le a bu and started toward a &5c 
advance. Wet weather over the harvesting 
sections of the southwest was the first in- 
centive, and then came the reports of black 
rust In the big spring wheat states. What 
will follow this fourth? Will history repeat 
itself ?’’ 

IF’. Lenders & Co., Great St. Helens, Lon- 
don, had this to say of the wheat situation: 

The market is almost entirely under the 
influence of crop weather. American fluc- 
tuations have been wide, as crop reports 
became unfavorable or otherwise. Judging 
from the movement of prices we gather that 
crop conditions have’ deteriorated, and that 
the early promise of a bountiful crop has 
not heen maintained. It is, perhaps, too 
early to hazard any estimate as tothe extent: 
of the damage—it may be serious or only 
trifling—but there seems no question that 
injury of some sort has been done, too late 
to be repaired. In the meantime the balance 
of the old crop is held wWith wonderful 
tenacity. In spite of fair weekly decreases 
in the visible supply it is fairly evident that 
there will be a considerable carryover into 
the new crop; but this notwithstanding, 
prices are kept up all along the line, cash 
wheat especially being well maintained.” 


IN FOREIGN MONEY. MARKETS. 


LONDON, July 4.—Money was th increased de- 
mand in the market today, but the consol! settle- 
ment was easily met. Discounts were weaker. 

On the stock exchange the dealings were small. 
There was much uncasiness owing to the continued 
weakness of consols, which affect other sections, 
causing a sagging tendency. The market, however, 
closed distinctly firmer, consols recovering on cover- 
ing operations. Foreigners felt the effect of the 
more favorable Paris advices Russians were 
stronger. Kaffirs also improved slightly.

Conventions and Popular Vote 
His. Dual Object in Sena. 
torial Fight, 


MAY NEED BOTH TO“WIN. 


‘Appeals Issued to Leaders; Dem- 
ocratic Harmony, Still 
Sought. 


Richard Yates in his candidacy for United 
Btates senator to succeed Shelby M. Cullom 
has begun to realize that he might carry the 
popular vote of Illinois and still fail to se- 
‘cure the election from the legislature of the 


state next winter. For this reason he now is 


urging his leaders in: every county to put 


out delegate tickets for the senatorial con- | 


ventions. 
He is making a fight not only for the popu- 


lar vote allowed under the new primary law, 
but also for the legislative candidates to be 


nominated by the republican senatorial con- 


ventions. 
In this he may have been influenced by re- 


ports to the effect that the Illinois legislature 
will not elect him to succeed Shelby M. Cul- 
lom even if he carry the popular vote by 
60,000 or more. 

Such statements have been made by men 
who expect and who are likely to be in the 
next legislature. In some senatorial dis- 
tricts it would be possible for a legislator to 
vote for Cullom even if Yates carried his 


dfstrict. 
Delegate Tickets Wanted. 


As a precaution the former governor is in- 
structing his friends in the various counties 
to put up delegate tickets for him in the dif- 
' ferent senatorial districts and thus give him 
@ chance to secure the nomination of men 
sang will be friendly to him in the legislature 

who will vote according to instructions 

in he primaries of Aug. 4. 
~ (Jn Cook county it is impossible for Yates 
Senatorial tickets to be placed in the fie 
because he has no organization here. The 
instructions which are being sent from his 
headquarters in Springfield apply only to the 
other counties of the state. 

Yates will make his second appearance in 
Chicago next Monday. No announcement 
has been made as yet as to the placeof meet- 
ing. He had made two speeches last spring 
when the decision of the Supreme court, de- 
claring invalid the primary law, halted hie 
campaign. These speeches were made in 
the Thirty-first and Eighth wards. 

In the remaining days of July he will en- 
deavor to cover the wards and country dis- 
tricts of Chicago and also to present his 
case to the voters of Senator Hopkins’ con- 
gressional district, which has as yet not been 
invaded. 


Yates Lacks an Organization. 


“In Chicago the former governor will be 

obliged to conduct his campaign practically 
* without an organization. He has made ef- 
' forts to geta campaign manager, but has not 

@ucceeded. At first he wanted Roy O. West 
and then John R. Thompson. Neither could
